WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, 
MARCH 7, 1907. 


CoMMONWEALTH OF MASSA€HUSETTS. 
Worcester, ss. 


To either constable of the Town of Hopedale, in said County, 
Greeting : 
In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
town, qualified by law to vote in elections and in town affairs, 
to meet at the Town Hall, on Monday, the fourth day of 
March next, punctually at 9 o’clock in the forenoon (the polls 
may be closed at one o’clock in the afternoon on said day of 
meeting) to act upon the following articles, namely :— 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. : 

Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. The following officers to be voted for: Town clerk, 
treasurer, collector, auditor, selectmen, one road commissioner 
for three years, overseers of poor, board of health, fence view - 
ers, one assessor to serve three years, one member of the 
school committee to serve for three years, five constables, one 
trustee of public library to serve three years, one park com- 
missioner to serve three years, one tree warden to serve for 
one year, and a surveyor of lumber for one year; also to 
bring in the ballots “Yes” or “No” in answer to the question: 
“Shall license be granted in this town for the sale of intoxica- 
ting liquors ?”’ 

Article 8. To hear and act upon the report of the se- 
lectmen, overseer of the poor, school committee, engineers of 
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the fire department, and any other officers and committees of 
said town. 

Article 4. To raise such sum or sums of money as may 
be deemed necessary to defray town charges for the year en- 
suing, and appropriate the same. 

Article 5. Tosee if the town will instruct the treasurer 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes, the same tuo be paid 
from the taxes of 1907. 

Article 6. To see if the town will appropriate fifty dol- 
lars towards defraying the expenses of Memorial day. 


Article 7. To see if any discount will be allowed on 
taxes paid on or before the first of September, or take any ac- 
tion in relation to the same. 

Article 8. To see what disposition the town will make 
of money refunded from the county on account of dog tax. 


Article 9. To see what compensation the town will al- 
low the collector of taxes for his services. 

Article 10. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against the 
town. 


Article 11. To see if the town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $500.00 for supplying water and taking care 
of fountain and grounds presented by Mrs. Susan Preston 
Draper, or take any action in relation thereto. 

Article 12. To see if the town will raise and appropri- 
ate a sum not to exceed $300.00 for scenery for the stage in 
the Town Hall, and appoint a committee to expend the same. 

Article 18. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men to locate additional street lights, raise and appropriate a 
sum of money not to exceed $1200.00 for the purpose, or take 
any action in regard to this matter. 

Article 14. Toseeif the town will vote to locate two 
additional fire alarm boxes and appropriate money therefor. 

Article 15. To see if the town will vote to locate one 
additional hydrant and appropriate money therefor. 

And you are hereby directed to serve this warrant by 
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posting up attested copies thereof in at least four public 
places in said town, seven days at least before the time set 
for said meeting. 

Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, 
with your doings thereon, to the clerk of said town, at the 
time of meeting aforesaid.

TOWN MEETING, MARCH 4, 1907. 

Pursaant to warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in 
town affairs, met at Town Hall and punctually at nine o’clock 
were called to order by the clerk of said town, who read the 
warrant, and under 

Article 1. Mr. F. J. Dutcher was chosen moderator with 
the use of the check list. 

- Article 2. The polls being declared open, ballotting for 
town officers, and for “Yes” and ‘*No” in answer to the ques- 
tion “Shall license be granted in this town for the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors”? then proceeded. 

Article 3. Voted: That the report of the selectmen, 
overseers of poor, school committee, engineers of the fire de- 
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partment, and all other officers of the town be accepted as 
printed. 

Article 4. On the motion of Mr. George Otis Draper, it 
was, Voted: That the chair appoint a finance committee of 
nine, who shall retire, and recommend a list of appropria- 
tions for the year ensuing. 

The chair appointed the following persons to serve on 
the finance committee.

Voted: To accept the report of the above committee as 
read by the secretary, George Otis Draper, and act upon the 
same, as a whole, with the exception of the appropriatian for 
school physician. 

Voted: Unanimously, to raise and appropriate for heat- 
ing, care, teaching, fuel, supplies, textbooks, improvements,

Voted: That the sum of $100.00 be raised and appropri- 
ated, the same to be expended under the provisions of Chap- 
ter 502 of the Acts of 1906, which is entitled «‘An Act rela- 
tive to the appointment of School Physicians.” 


Article 5. Voted: That for the purpose of procuring a 
temporary loan to and for the use of the town of Hopedale, 
in anticipation of the taxes for the present municipal year, 
the town treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to bor- 
row from time to time, with the approval of} the majority of 
the board of selectmen, a sum or sums not exceeding in the 
aggregate $30,000 (thirty thousand dollars) and to execute 
and deliver the note or notes of the town therefor, payable 
within one year from the time the loan is made. Any debt 
or debts incurred by a loan or loans to the town under this 
vote shall be paid from the said taxes of the present munici- 
pal year. 


Article 6. Voted: To raise and appropriate the sum of 
$50.00 to defray the expense of Memorial day, said amount to 
be paid to Post 22, G. A. R. 


Article 7. Voted: To allow a discount of two per cent 
on all taxes paid on or before September Ist. 

Article 8. On motion of Mr. E. D. Bancroft, it was, 
Voted: To turn over to the library the money refunded to 
the town from the county on account of dog tax. 

Article 9. On motion of Mr. E. A. Darling, it was, 
Voted: That the collector of taxes be allowed one half of one 
per cent for his services. 

Article 10. On motion of Mr. Clare H. Draper, it was, 
Voted: To authorize the selectmen to take charge of all legal 
proceedings for or against the town. 

Article 11. On motion of Mr. E. D. Bancroft it was, 
Voted: That the sum of $400.00 be raised and appropriated 
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for supplying water and taking care of fountain and grounds 
presented to the town, by Mrs. Susan Preston Draper. 


Article 12. On motion of Mr. F. W. Pratt it was, 
Voted: To raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed $300.00 
for scenery for the stage in the Town Hall, and that a com- 
mittee consisting of the selectmen expend the same. | 


Article 18. On motion of Mr. Walter L. Bennett, and 
after Mr. E. A. Darling had explained the need of more street 
lights in the town, it was, 

Voted: To authorize the selectmen to locate additional 
street lights, and that a sum of money not to exceed $1200.00 
be raised and appropriated for the purpose. 


Article 14. On motion of Mr. George W. Jenkins, it was, 
Voted: That two additional fire alarm;boxes be located, and 
that $200.00 be raised and appropriated therefor. 


Article 15. On motion of Mr. E. D. Bancroft, it was, 
Voted: To locate one additional hydrant. (The appropriation 
for “water for fire purposes” in Article 4 having been made 
sufficiently large to cover this item.) 

Voted: To close the polls at one o’clock Pp. m. 

Punctually at one o’clock the polls were declared closed, 
by Chairman Darling of the selectmen, the ballots cast were

In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
town qualified by law to vote in elections and in town affairs, 
to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, on Tuesday, the fifth 
day of November, A. D. 1907, it being the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday, punctually at 5.45 o’clock in the forenoon, 
at which time the polls will be opened for said voters to give 
in their ballots to the selectmen for governor; lieutenant-gov- 
ernor; secretary; treasurer; auditor; attorney-general; council- 
lor; senator; two representatives in the General Court; county 
commissioner; two associate commissioners; district attorney 
for the middle district; sheriff; all on one ballot designating 
the office intended for each person voted for; also on the same 
ballot to vote “Yes” or “No” on the following, as provided in 
Chapter 123 of the Resolves of 1907: “Shall the proposed 
amendment to the constitution authorizing the governor, with 
the consent of the council, to remove justices of the peace and 
notaries public be approved and ratified ?”

If the child is illegitimate, the name of, 
and other facts relating to, the father shall not be stated, ex- 
cept at the request in writing of both father and mother, filed 
with the return. The fee of the physician or midwife shall be 
twenty-five cents for each birth so reported, which shall be 
paid by the city or town where the report is made, upon pre- 
sentation to the city or town treasurer of a certificate from 
the city or town clerk stating that said births have been 
properly reported to him. A physician or midwife who ne- 
glects to report such lists on or before the fifteenth day of the 
month shall for each offence forfeit not more than twenty-five 
dollars. | 


Szotion 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a birth 
in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the 
clerk of the city or town in which such child is born.

The Park Commissioners hereby report on another fa- 
vorable season, there being no diminution in the public inter- 
est taken in the various facilities under their management. 
The playground was well-patronized throughout the year, the 
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Field Day was as great a success as ever, and the bath-house 
records, as noted, show its increasing popularity. The im- 
provements made during the year included new back-stops 
for the tennis courts, new planking for the river bridge, re-_ 
building the wall at the north end of the play-ground, addi- 
tional furnishings for bath-house and band-stand, water con- 
nection from the Milford Water Co. pipe at the bath-house to 
furnish drinking water, purchase of fire extinguishers, pur- 
chase of additional settees, electric wiring of band-stand, and 
the extension of the foot path system to afford a continuous 
path throughout the Park property, giving an entrance on 
the western side of the pond from Freedom street and the 
‘Salt Box’ road, so called, and connecting with the second 
bridge path. In connection with the development of this ter- 
ritory, a pathway has been opened to the top of Darling Hill, 
where one of the finest views of Hopedale is obtainable, and a 
new path also leads through the Park territory near the old 
Cutler Bridge, connecting with the old Cutler Bridge road. 
This new system of paths is laid out with more than usual 
care, and the continuous system throughout the entire Park 
territory now totals over three miles in all. 


The Adin street lot has been thoroughly fertilized, the 
grass has been cut when necessary, and a foot path arranged 
for convenient crossing. 


Additional birdhouses have been provided and bird feed 
distributed through the cold weather. Following the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Health, attention has been given 
to the elimination of breeding spots for mosquitoes. 

The planks provided for assistance in life saving have 
been found quite useful in emergencies; in fact, at least one 
life has probably been saved by this provision this present 
season. Several permits have been given for the erection of 
boat houses on Park territory. The bath-house record is as 
follows :— 

Whole number of baths taken, 4,768. 

Females, 618. Largest number one day, 45. 

Males, 4,150. Largest number one day, 122. 
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- Sunday morning baths, 672. Largest number, 40. 


We recommend an appropriation of $2500 for the coming 
year.

With the present number of pupils in the High School 
and probability of material increase next fall, the necessity of 
additional room for the High School is manifest. This can 
be done either by adding to the present building or by the 
erection of a new building, in which case it will be desirable 
to locate near enough to the Park playground to make the 
playground available for the High School pupils. In either 
case when the work is done suitable room should be made for 
manual training. 

We recommend for the year 1908 an appropriation of 
$14,500, same as last year, this to include transportation of 
children from South Hopedale, continuation of the kindergar- 
ten, and all other school expenses.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To THE ScHoot CoMMITTEE OF HopEDALE:— 


I herewith present my sixth annual report which is the 
fourteenth report of the superintendent of schools. 


The report might well be divided into two parts, the one 
discussing the condition of the schools from the date of the 
last report to June, 1907, and the other treating of the pres- 
sent condition. The loss in a single year of eight good teach- 
ers, with an average length of service of five and one-half 
years, might well cause discussion if there was a single rea- 
son for the loss. The average length of service would be 
a sufficient answer as to the conditions under which the teach- 
ers of Hopedale work. The diversity of the reasons, namely 
health, matrimony, and well deserved promotions, would fur- 
ther indicate that the unprecedented loss was due to con- 
ditions which were beyond control. So many changes in a 
year must inevitably lead to more or less confusion, and I 
would ask of the parents, the same support of and co-operation 
with the new teachers, which has always been granted those 
who have left us. It is a matter for congratulation that the 
places have been so satisfactorily filled, and I am certain that 
there will be no permanent diminution in the efficiency of the 
Hopedale schools due to the changes. As a demonstration of 
this I would suggest a public exhibition of the work of the 
schools at the end of the preseht school year. 


Your attention is again called to the increase in school 
population, the appended table showing an increase in total 
registration of twenty-seven, with an inorease in average 
membership of seventeen. The first grade in September reg- 
istered fifty-eight, and the total registration of the schools 
January first, 1908, was four hundred six. As has been men- 
tioned in previous reports, the pressure is greatest in the High 
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School, where physical conditions have not changed since 
the last report. 

The question of industrial training as applied to Hope- 
dale would seem to be closely connected with the problem 
of increased accommodations, and should be considered at the 
same time. 

There seems to be a popular misconception of the pur- 
pose and scope of medical inspection, as practiced in the 
schools during the past year, under Chapter 502, Acts of 1906, 
and perhaps the following explanation may clear some of the 
doubtful points. The work of the medical inspector is en- 
tirely preventive, not curative. The teachers are required 
to summon the physician for all cases of illness that happen 
at school, that the school authorities may know at once 
whether the disease be of a contagious nature. Should it be 
of this nature, steps can at once be taken to prevent its 
spread, thereby protecting the schools from the spread of the 
disease. A secondary but not less important function of the 
medical inspector is to examine all cases, referred to him by 
the teachers, of children whose physical condition precludes 
doing the work of the grade. Defects, often unsuspected by 
the parents, are in this way detected, but it remains for the 
parent to correct the defect, as the inspector is forbidden by law 
from prescribing for the child. That is the work of the family 
physician. The school physician is sole judge as to the re- 
admission of pupils who have been quarantined, and is also 
asked to pass judgment on the re-admission of pupils who 
have been absent with an illness, the exact nature of which 
has not been determined by the teacher. The medical inspec- 
tor is also required to make a thorough examination of the 
buildings from time to time that the sanitary conditions may 
be as perfect as possible. I trust that this explanation will 
prevent any feeling of annoyance which a parent may feel 
because his child is temporarily excluded by the physician. 
It should also help him to realize the increased safety of his 
child from contagion. 


The school physician has been called or consulted twenty- 
seven times from the time of his appointment in March to 
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January first, 1908. He has also made several inspections of 
the buildings. 

The thanks of the school department are due to the very 
efficient librarian of the Bancroft Memorial Library for her 
personal efforts to supplement the work of the schools with ° 
the resources of the library. 


I also wish to express my thanks for the many favors re- 
ceived at the hands of the citizens of Hopedale, and for the 
unfailing kindness and consideration that you have shown 
me.

MUSIC TEACHER’S REPORT. 


Mr. Herpert F. Taytor: 
Dear Sir :— 


In compliance with your request I herewith submit my 
annual report. 


Music as taught in the Hopedale schools is not confined 
to the teaching of songs. It is our endeavor to so train the 
pupils, that upon the completion of their grammar school 
course, they have a good understanding of the fundamental 
principles of the study. 


We aim to combine the aesthetic and the technical side 
of music, by teaching the pupils to read the songs they sing, 
and to give them such artistic rendering as their limited ex- 
perience will permit. 


The pupils show much interest and willingness in their 
work, and many of them have obtained very commendable 
results. 


By way of suggestion I would recommend, as music is a 
required study, that in the high school it be given a certain 
number of credits toward graduation. I make this proposal 
because it not only embodies the recommendation of the state 
board, but it also asks for what is customary in many high 
schools. 


The success of public school music is dependent upon the 
efficiency of the grade teacher. The supervisor may direct 
and assist, but if the teacher is not qualified, the music in 
that class will be a failure. 


It is my earnest wish that more of the parents, or others 
who are interested in music, would visit the schools, and see 
the work, and know what is being accomplished by the child- 
ren.

Dear Sir:— 
Drawing offers so much that is interesting and desirable 
to teach, that there is sometimes a danger of attempting a 
variety of work which is out of proportion to the time allotted. 


It becomes a question then of what should be regarded 
as essentials in a public school course in drawing. Certain 
fundamental aims well carried out will result in the child’s 
power: 

1. To sketch rapidly and correctly from object and from 
memory. 

2. To read and make simple working drawings. 

8. To recognize good design wherever applied. 

4. To appreciate good examples of drawing, painting, 
sculpture and architecture. 

With these aims constantly in mind, and a definite pur- 
pose in view that each lesson shall be a part of a whole, that 
wherever possible it shall have close application to other sub- 
jects taught, and to the things which concern us in everyday 
life, drawing must have some practical value. 

The various elements taught in the grades should be 
brought together in the High School, and developed into a 
more definite study of special subjects. 

There is an interest in the drawing shown by the pupils 
here which is very gratifying, and the hearty support of the 
teachers and yourself is keenly appreciated.

The trustees will furthermore welcome any suggestion 
that will in any way increase the usefulness of the library. 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The trustees of the Bancroft Memorial Library respect- 
fully submit the twenty-second annual report and the eighth 
from the new building. 


As is customary in many other successful libraries, we 
offer this year the report of the librarian, which includes all 
financial accounts and all facts and figures connected with 
the regular working of the library, hence our report is natur- 
ally brief. 


The Massachusetts Library Club, which is entertained by 
libraries throughout the state, met in Hopedale, June 22. 
We were fortunate in having the word of welcome given by a 
state executive, one of our own citizens, Lieut. Gov. Eben S. 
Draper. The meeting in the Town Hall proved pleasant and 
profitable. Through the generosity of J. B. Bancroft, lunch- 
eon was given all the members and guests, and by courtesy 
of the Parish committee it was served in the Parish Hall. 
The library was of course visited and through the kindness of 
several of our public spirited citizens all of the one hundred 
eighty guests, in carriages and automobiles, were shown the 
town. We wish to thank all who generously co-operated to 
make the day so very successful. 


For four years a great deal of interest has been shown 
in our amateur photographers’ exhibit. This year Mr. Davis 
and Mr. Russell of Worcester kindly came down and 
showed several plates upon which pictures were taken in 
color. It was a most interesting exhibit and we would thus 
publicly express our appreciation of their interest and gen- 
erosity. 

The work of the janitor has been most satisfactory and 
his ability to be at the desk when the librarian is away or at- 
tending to other duties, is most convenient. We are pleased 
to report that Mrs. George H. Davis has returned to give her 
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able and faithful work to the library whenever it is needed. 
We realize that our library owes its success to our courteous, 
capable, interested, up-to-date librarian, who is always ready 
to serve the public to the fullest capacity of our library.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The librarian respectfully submits her first annual re- 
port:— 
CIRCULATION. 


The circulation this year was 21,426 volumes, 35 vol- 
umes less than last year. This is an average of 19 books to 
each card holder. The juvenile circulation has increased 
from a sixth to nearly a fifth of the circulation. The per 
cent of fiction was the same 72, of this over 46 per cent of the 
adult fiction was the newer one week books. The juvenile 
fiction is about 2 per cent of the whole, so that only about one 
half (52 per cent) of the fiction read is from older writers, or 
has been published more than two or three years at the long- 
est. 

The library has been open for the circulation of books 
306 days, with an average of 70 books a day. The largest 
circulation of any one day was 198 books on February 28, the 
smallest, 22 books on June 13. 


Reapine Room. 


The reading room has been open 306 week days, with a 
patronage of 9384, an average of 30 visitors each day. There 
have been 288 readers during the 22 Sunday afternoons, an 
average of 11 persons each Sunday. As in past years the 
time spent by each visitor on Sunday is much longer than by 
the average visitor on the week day. The list of magazines 
kept on file is given elsewhere in detail. 


Books In Lrprary. 


We have according to the accession book 11,763 volumes, 
but this includes many of the government books and some 
pamphlets which had entirely disappeared even before mov- 
ing from the old building. By actual count at stock taking 
in December there were 9065 volumes, all on the main floor, 
with the exception of a few magazine files in the basement, 
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not exceeding 125 volumes. Of this number 2940 volumes, 
or about one-third, are fiction, 1048 bound magazines; the 
other classes range from 833 volumes in literature, not fiction, 
to 104 volumes in philosophy. 

Books AppED. 


As in the past seven years new books have been added 
regularly each alternate Saturday, the list being printed in the 
Milford Journal. 488 volumes have been added this year. 
Elsewhere in the report they are given according to class, the 
number added by purchase, gift and binding, and also the 
names of books purchased with the Bancroft fund and the 
General Draper money. ‘The duplicate set of Macaulay pur- 
chased with the Bancroft fund is most attractive, in print, 
binding and illustrations, the Stevenson is the Scribner Bio- 
graphical edition, bound in one half leather, clear as to print, 
and of a size easily handled (44x7 inches). The three books 
added with the General Draper money have been well 
received, especially the “Modern machine shop construction.” 


GOVERNMENT DocuMENTS. 


Much time has been given this year to overhauling the 
government documents. About a thousand (1059) have been 
taken from the shelves and are now waiting sacks‘to be sent 
by the government for their return to Washington. Up to 
the present time we have been on the list of remainder libra- 
ries—meaning that we get various “left overs” from sets 
when the regular demand has been supplied. This plan of 
necessity rendered our files incomplete, and often secured us 
books for which our small town had no call and so could ill 
afford to give shelf room. Certain definite sets, for which 
there seems some chance of use have been retained. These 
we hope to keep up to date, and also secure the missing vol- 
umes as far as possible. All are to be catalogued and put in 
form for use. The pamphlets and state documents await a 
like treatment when we have finished with the U. S. docu- 
ments. 


WoRK WITH ScHOOLS. 


The work begun last year has been continued, and 72” 
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volumes have been sent to the school at South Hopedale. No 
record of the circulation of these books among the children 
has been kept, nor have they been counted in our records of 
circulation. The summer reading lists were not furnished to 
all grades as last year, but several of the grades had lists fur- 
nished by the teachers. The experiment of a bulletin board 
in Grade 6, with material furnished by the librarian seems to 
be fruitful of good results. But one class from the high school 
has visited the library this year, that the freshman, for a les- 
son on history reference books. The usual amount of indi- 
vidual reference work has been done. In the grades, begin- 
ning with the fourth, 80 percent of the pupils have cards at 
the library. The same per cent, also, of high school pupils 
have cards. 


LocaL Hisrory. 


Early in the year Mrs. A. B. Heywood completed our file 
of the “Practical Christian.” This was a semi-monthly pa- 
per which was published for twenty years under the editor- 
ship of Adin Ballou. The first number appeared on April 1, 
1840. Mrs. Heywood also gave us Vol. I. of the “Non-Resis- 
tant,’ bearing the date 1859. This paper was later (about 
1845) combined with the “Practical Christian.” 

A loose leaf photograph album (10x12 inches) has been 
purchased with the idea of starting a collection of local pho- 
tographs that shall be of present and future interest. 


EXxH8HIBItTs. 


The library has received 13 picture exhibits. from the 
Library Art club: Greece No. 1, Greece No. 2, Naples No. 1, 
Naples No. 2, German sculpture, California, Paris No. 1, Ja- 
maica, Greece No. 3, Italian fountains, Arizona, Yachts, Scot- 
land No. 1, Durer. 

Mrs. F. E. Ball loaned us a collection of colored plates 
showing the “i*ish and Game of the State of New York,’’ 
which was on exhibition in April. 

As in the past three years, an exhibition of amateur pho- 
tography was held during the first two weeks in December 
~ (Dee. 2-15). The exhibit, which consisted of 261 mounted 
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photographs, 63 postals, and 12 lantern slides, was hung un- 
der the supervision of Miss Varney, our teacher of drawing. 
The library was visited during the two weeks by 893 people, 
a greater number than in any past year.
